American Metal Market. 


It ia well to face th'e fact squarely 


that there is a very large productive 
Capacity in pig iron and steel. During 
the war there was no disposition to 
'jnore the fact that\productive capac- 
ity had greatly increased. Then it 
ffas felt that conditions tvould have to 
be rery favorable after the war *° £*ve 
employment to the capacity. There 
*aa merely a hope that suph condi- 
tions 'iroiJld obtain, rlt was hop^d that 
the worl'd at large would be able to 
gafcafce in construction work and con- 
sumption of steel generally and that 
we should have a large outlet through 
Riporls. It was hoped J*lso that coi- 
iltions in the United States would *ue 
. Uvorabie for large utilization ot steel. 


These hopes, as to conditions, have 


act b*ea realized. 
The rest of the 


world is in a badly tangled condition, 
wblle as to conditions m the United 
States we have what investors consid 
?r very b\gb construction costs, hence 
A ere is an indisposition to engage in 
construction 
work. 
Normally 
over 


half the steel produced ,,'oes into per- 
manent work. In bridges, buildings, 
factories, power plants and the like. 
There is room for a vast amount of 
Buch work to be done. "We might har- 
ness all she water power, drain all the 
3*r*mps, irrigate all the arid land, 'in- 
vent a lot of tbingg that would require 
factories to produce, electrify all the 
railroads, make all tbr farms auto- 
matic, and do various other things. 
The Question Is what »e are in posi- 
tion to do.
